After a keen day's fishing and a meal 
that tended to loosen the most taciturn 
disposition, Pete the Guide was induced 
to talk about the priest who had a mis- 
sioo CD one ot the northern lakes along 
what is known M ttat iaUad route fran 
ClMbajrgan to Pctoakcjr.

It might have 
also belonged to a modem lover of ang- 
ling, for there were the rods, reels and 
fliea that be knew ao well how to nse. 
Hi# ^pes were sweet, his wine was old, 
and his hospitality was flavored by a gift 
of conversation that carrie.i you com- 
pletely away from .he sordid tliin>;s of the 
outer world. He had all the wit of his 
people, and with it went culture, learn- 
ing, a rich imagination, a deep, meUxli- 
ous voice disposed to poetry and song, 
experience peculiar to himself, ideas 
that weifail taia own and ttaat^readth of 
cbaritT which entitles it to be first 
among the gracea. 

I'll never forget the day we went with 
him to whip the Maple for trout. You 
have your physical merits. Pete and I 
size up better than tbe average. Init his 
patrician features, waving dark hair, big 
dark eyi-s h11;.iiic with the lust of sport, 
magniticeut physique that no cassock 
could bide, the alertness of tbe athlete 
and the patience of the born fisherman, 
msde an impression that will laat aa long 
as doea my nemofjr. Pete, tboee who 
did not know Father Maloney will think 
me foolish, bnt I always think of him as 
a rivei-god or fcs the presiding genius of 
tbe stretch of waters where his influence 
was greater than that of any Other dozen 
iiK'ii. What h»s become of bim and 
where could I reach him? 

"That's just what I would give a sea- 
son's earnings to know, fur no one ever 
got a stronger grip on my likin'. I can't 
draw word pictnree like the man who 
sent that letter from New York, bnt if 
there waa ever a man in theae parts— 
every inch and every ounce a man- 
Father ° Maloney was him. He'didn't 
know notbin' 'bout fear, and I 
guess he didn't need to, fur no 
man was ever better fitted out to 
take care of himself. I seen liini 
jump from tbe high beach at Johus.^n's 
island when tbe lake was a boilin', swim 
out, pick up a woman whose boat bad 
capsized, right the skiff, throw her into it 
and land her en the mainland, run 
mighty near a mile to tbe hotel far help 
and then land the way back. Be would 
be out in the blackest atorms, bare hia 
bead and never blink at tbe ligbtnin', or 
hunt shelter from the wind. He said he 
loveil the elements and tbey was bis 
friends. He could tame tbe I ndians, 
mad with their firewater, settle their dis- 
putes and look after their rights. 

"I remember once there was a gang of 
land abarka up here tryinl to beat the In- 
diaas ont ct their hoaaao aad lota and lit- 
tle farma nader tbe perviaiona ot a new 
law that tbe croOka bad pnt tbrongb, and 
a\)ont which the Indians knew notbin*. 
The rascals put up their signs forbiddin' 
trespass and claimin' title because this 
fool law bad not been complied with, and 
were just a-waitin' fur tbe time to go by 
wbeu tbey could order tbe Indians off, 
the govcrnuient of tbe country bein' 
sbind them.

the cabin, told then stories till they like 
to have splitted tbeif MA, give 'em 
rhymes that made the teara sneak down 
their cheeks, and at Isst begin to tslk fur 
the Iniliatis, He \na u]> » arnement that 
that llu re was no getlin' over or under or 
aroiuid. He made llieiii villians feel like 
they WHS sbeep-killin' dogs, but tbey was 
Sbylocks and tbey left tellin' him that he 
better keep his nose onten their bus'ness. 

"Bright and early next monuu' he was 
ont tcaria' them signs down snd me a 
trsilita' bim. Snddintly be come on tbe 
three who was there to keep tbe acbeme 
good, and one of th*m leveled a revolver 
on biiii, at the same time saytu' thinga 
that was too scandalous to repeat. 

"'Drop that,' sa\s I, piisliin' out of 
the bush witb my rifle at my shoulder 
and mod enough to fichl a regiment. 

" 'Don't shoot,' IsnghS Father Maloney. 
Yes, sir, he Isughed, snd bis Isngh was 
like a music box. 'I've got most of the 
signs down and I'll finish in an hour.' 
Meantime, one of them skunks sneaked 
up from the rear, knowtu' that 1 wouldn't 
dare shoot for fear of hitliu' the jiriest. 
But tbe feller can't live long enough to< 
make a bigger mistake. It was a twist, a 
turn, a mighty heave and that feller was 
out in deep water yelpiu' fur help. 
Another of 'em mahed and Father 
Maloney hit bim ao hard that I honestly 
looked op cxpectin' oonfeidently to aee 
bis bead aail into a tree top. Tbe father 
was a goin' some thea. and he dashed 
the third one ag'in s tree so hsrd tbst I 
wonder if he ever got his bresth rightly 
again. Then my friend sprang into the 
lake, pulled the shark oi't by the hair 
and seemed to be lookin' 'round fur a 
club till be sort of come to. Then be 
told me how troubled be was to let his 
temper get tbe beat of him. 'But. Pete,' 
ssys he, 'I got my education amid the 
hedge rows and in tbe fielda and paa- 
tures where the famine too often atalked 
I must have an arm to swim and to bear 
a pike, and iu tbe divil's own tamper 
you get sometimes in Ireland.' 

"Well, sir, them lend thieves wss a 
cnr lot, fur they cleared out, leavin' 
their dgns down, bnt writin' Father 
Maloney that tbey wonid make him 
awcat far iaterferia' witb tbeir plana 
Hia langb was more like tbe aaort of a 
wsr horse and I knowed Jost bow mncb 
chance tLey would have if he waa tackled 
in tbe open. I guess I got closer to bim 
when I 'pologi^e<l for not lendin' a hand 
in his scrimmage, statin' as a reason that 
it was all over before 1 could get into the 
game. He fished with me more'n ever 
and two nights I went witb bim to ae« 
tbe sick.

" 'Three chairs for tbe gentlemen,' 
says the father, iatermplia* hia own 
services. 

"What does them wild fishermen do 
but jump to their feet and let ont three 
rousin' cheers, a tiger beta' added oa far 
good meaanre. Father Maloney never 
turned a hair, bnt thanked his aadience, 
at tbe same time givea' me a kaowin' 
wink. I got the chairs snd thea set ont 
abind the church laughin' fit to bust. 
Father Maloney did his laughin' Isteron, 
at tbe same time askin' me to keep an 
eye on them three strangers, fur they 
wasn't fisbin*, had no pleasure boats with 
them, didn't seem to mix witb tbe other 
people up here for the aummer, and lived 
in a little csbia'that wasiagnnahot of 
Crooked river. I waa too busy to do 
more'n watch them wliea tbey was 
around where I waa. and aside from tbe 
fsct tbst they waa too loud to pleaae me 
there was notbin' I could say against 'em.

Built in fh« United 
StatM.

Preparations are being made for the 
celebratiou on July 7, ]'.""'<. of the hun- 
dredth anniversary of the laying of the 
corner stone of the Baltimore Cathedral. 
It is expected that many distinguished 
eccleslaatite will ba present, and that the 
event %riU prove second in importance 
only to the layiag of the eonMr atone 
itself aad that iataraet may ttea aztaad 
to Rome. 

The present edifice was the first Cathe- 
dral built iu the l uited States. For a 
long lime after the cornerstone had been 
laid nothing was done. In 1817 Arch- 
bishop Marechal, by means of a lottery 
which netted |75,000, and by the sale of 
pews, which yielded |40,000 more, com- 
menced the actual construction of the 
Cathedral. The latter was dedicated May 
M, 1821, and baa ever aincebeea a source 
of especial pride to Baltimorcaaa. 

The preliminary preparations for the 
centennial consist of the gilding of the 
dome, which ii now goitig on, and the 

novation of the interior on an elaborate i 
scale On the occasion of the celebration 
Car<linal Oihbona will be seventy-two 
yea IS old. His birthday will cone in 
the same m onth.
